REVIEW EVIDENCE 

At the afternoon session Mr. Mac- | 
lean is expected to review the evi- 
dence to show that evidence was 
submitted to indicate that Miss 
MacMillan has suffered ill-health 
and temporary loss of employment 
as a consequence of the seduction.

COURT HAS READ 
DECLARES HARVEY 


Chief Justice: It will not be 
necessary to continue with the sa- 
|lacious details, I think they have 
been given enough publicity. We 
have all read them 

Mr. Maclean: But it was quite un- 
fortunate that the trial judge did 
not read these details.

Backache 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A new type of backache in women has de- 
veloped, due to driving a car; it has been 
named “automobile back,” occurring as a dull 
ache in the lower part of the back. This repre- 
sents the strain due to using the feet while 
driving the car with the body in an unaccus- 
tomed position and is becom- 
ing more widespread as more 
women drive. Placing a pil- 
low in the small of the back, 
or adjusting the seat, may 
reduce the distress from “au- 
tomobile back.” However, in 
time nature will probably 
adapt the human spine to the 
position of driving a car, as 
it has been adapted to the 
upright from the all-fours 
position, 

Most of us pay little attention to our backs 
until they ache and then we suddenly find how 
important they are. A healthy back bends 
freely; an aching back protests at movement. 
A normal back is exceedingly strong, while a 
person with a backache complains of weakness 
through the lower part. Moreover, a well back 
does not come to the attention at all; we may 
forget it and go about our business, A hurt 
back reminds us by frequent stabs of pain that 
we had better forget about work and rest in- 
stead. 


Probably an injured or aching back is about 
the most painful trouble you may have; the 
reason for this is that the backbone serves as 
an anchor for the muscles and almost any 
movement by these muscles pulls on the sure 
spot and makes it worse. A patient with a gen- 
uine backache prefers to keep still; he moves 
as little as possible and hunts for the position 
which gives the least pain. Generally this is a 
position lying on the side with the knees bent 
and the legs slightly drawn up toward the body. 


Backache is an extremely common trouble, 
especially after the age of forty. It may be 
caused by, and confused with, a number of 
other disorders, and strictly speaking, is in it- 
self only a symptom and not a disease. 

Some common causes of backaches are: 
sacro-iliac strain, lumbago, sciatica, spinal ar- 
thritis, curvature of the spine, foot troubles, 
kidney stones, bladder trouble, distortion or 
kinking of the ureter, tuberculosis of the spine, 
prolapsus or sagging of the abdominal organs, 
pelvic disease, subluxation of vertebrae, etc. 
In addition there is the backache which is due 
to strain; the injury is usually of the nature of 
a wrench or twist while lifting in a stooped 
position; or it may result from a fall. 


The patient with a backache needs a thor- 
ought examination, the X-ray being used if 
necessary. Backache may arise from many 
factors and only a painstaking check will dis- 
close the cause of the aching in any special 
case. Often the ache is not in the back but is 
a referred pain from a congestion of some in- 
ternal organ. 

The main symptoms of real backache are 
pain or dull ache, together with hampering of 
normal movement.

You cannot | 
say to people: ‘We are going to 
conduct your business for you,’ 
without leaving yourself opert to 
the reply: ‘If you can run it bet- 
ter than we can. tale it over and 
pay us for it. That is inevitable 
if you carry regulation beyond a 
certain point, and every thinking 
man must realize jt.”

Retirement Of Sinking Fund 
Secured Legal Tender 


By R. T. ELLIOTT. K.C. 


An enquiry comes as to the method of retirement of sinking 
fund secured legal tender issued to a city municipality to pay 
off civic bonds; and as to the effect of the issuance of such legal 


tender; 


and as to the effect on its retirement. 


Suppose the City of Bluesky has incurred a bonded debt of 


four million dollars; 
for 


has about one-quarter of its area reverted 
taxes; and has a collapse of real estate values by reason of 


high taxes and competition with reverted lands. 


This is a municipal picture so common as to be a type—and 


not an example, 


The City of Bluesky will be paying one hundred and sixty 
thousand dollars a year for interest and will be unable to keep 
up its sinking funds so that there will be no reduction of principal. 


In the event of four million dollars of legal tender being 
adanced to the City of Bluesky to pay off its bonded indebtedness 
at a sinking fund of two per cent per annum on the total amount 
of the advance, this sinking fund will by law be made a first lien 
and charge on the tax revenue collected by the city. 


Then the City of Bluesky will pay each year into the nearest 
agency of the receiver-general the sum of eighty thousand dol- 


lars in legal tender.

legal tender by repayment and cancellation will strengthen the 
security for all the national legal tender left outstanding.
